Pickett said the 
1903 subdivision plans were the 
last time the lobs appear on 
county records. 
When Pickett discovered the 
lots, he checked with the county 
assessor’* office which began an 
immediate search to locate the 
present owner. 
After digging through county 
records for days the officials re­ 
ported that the lots are still list­ 
ed under Bell’s name. 
“Bell's address is reported as 
unknown, 
in 
fact 
nothing

known about him. We assume he 
is dead but we haven't been able 
to locate any death certificate in 
the 
county 
records,” 
Pickett 
said. 
A quick search of the register 
of wills records failed to turn up 
any will affecting the lots. 
Actually the lots are small par­ 
cels. the largest is about 50 by 
IO feet, Pickett said. One lot, he 
said, is now part of the front 
lawn of the Parkland school. This 


(piece is triangular shaped run­ 
ning 30 feet on one side and 52 
feet on another. It is located at 
the corner of Highland avenue 
and Avenue B.

The total value of all the lots 
would run about $1000 Pickett 
said. 
R ecords Blam ed 
Pickett blamed the mix-up on 
(“poor c o u n t y records. If this 
thing was handled right in the 
beginning this would never have 
happened.” Also he said back in

county officials were doing all 
they could to encourage land de­ 
velopers. 
If the county can’t locate Bell, 
his heirs or the present owners 
of the lots, they will put a lien 
ton the lots for back taxes and 
eventually sell them.

Pickett said, “only one or two, at 
the most, are big enough to build 
a house on,” he said, He added 
that he had no idea how much 
money the county lost by not col­ 
lecting the taxes.
